Seam rippers are inexpen- 
live, unless you slip. Then 
In careless hands, they ran 
tlash material and you. too. 
But ued gently, with little 
pressure, they are a help. 
Don't use a seam ripper on 
delicate materials.

Those chalk-blowing hem 
markers are very nice, and 
just can't be replaced on 
gored skirts. The alternative, 
is marking every few inches 
by measuring frim the waist. 

There are many nice items 
both of equipment and ma­ 
terial in your notions depart­ 
ment. Button mold* for cov­ 
ered buttons, belt kits, eles- 
tic cloth tummies for mater­ 
nity skirts, gripper snaps (if 
you haven't tried them, you 
should!) and all kinds of 
elastic. If you've never tak­ 
en the time to just snoop, 
you may be surprised at the 
things you'll find.

There are gadgets in help 
you make perfectly uniform 
bound buttonholes, thinga- 
mabobs to make spaghetti 
tubing, there's piping cord 
of all sizes and stacks of 
pretey laces and trims.

My idea of heaven is an 
endless supply of laces, but­ 
tons and trims.

One last notion you might, 

want to consider is a dress 
form. The only drawback is.

TODAY'S HINT
When you're making a 

shank for a flat button, by 
sewing it on over a tooth­ 
pick or needle, remove the 
needle from under the but­ 
ton and wrap the thread 
about the shank and knot 
before tying off on the back 
of the facing. This will sta- 
bili/e the position of your 
button and keep it from 
twilling.

Us­ 
ually removed easily by gen­ 
tly lifting out. When cloan- 
half filled with water to pre 
\ ent breakage if dropped.

Brush o u 1 s id e s (onlv) 
with denture cream or re­ 
gular tooth paste. Wash the 
inside of dentures with a tis 
<=UP wipe. If dentures are 
brushed on the insides over 
aperiod of years they tend to 
wear and not give as secure 
a fit. Never use a gritty sub­

stance on dentures.
If dentures are left out be­ 

cause of severe illness leave 
submrged in cool w a t e r. 
Once a day soak dentures in 
denture cleaner for at least 
!."•> minutes. They should be 
rinsed well, in cool water 
after soaking in cleaner or 
brushing, and moist before 
inserting. Patient should al­ 
ways rinse mouth with a di­ 
luted mouth wash after den­ 
tures are removed.

To insert dentures put up­ 
per in first making sure den­ 
ture is seated by pushing up 
on the palate. Lower den­ 
ture: Slip over gum ridge 
making sure it is down.

MOUTH CARE for patient 
who is unable to have rou­ 
tine- care.

1. Turn he.id to side if 
possible.

'_'. Clean teeth with long 
applicators dipped in a di­ 
luted mouth wash or solu­ 
tion ordered (pressing excess 
out before using).

• v To clean mouth and re­ 
lieve dryness swab with min­ 
eral oil mixed with a little 
lemon juice. Apply to lips 
also. Discarded, each applica­ 
tor after use.
